DAMAGE DONE. 


The shooting continued from be- 


ween a and 10 o'clock in the morning 
when tho negro was arrested until 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. The bullets 
were flying all,the tima, excepting for 
about 10 minutes just before 1 o'clock. 


The union men and deputies cou- 


iealed themselves behind buildings, and 
fired on the shaft and as a result tho 
business housos were riddled with 
bullets. The shafts are located ou 
high ground and when the men are in 
the cupalo they have a view of the 
whole town. One side of the new 
opera house was full of bullet holes 
and the windows broken. 
Several 


plate glasses in store 
fronts wero 


broken. 
Iu 
Melviii & McMahan's 


butcher shop a bullet entered through 
the window aud narrowly missed a 
man working inside. One of the big 
implement houses was greatly dam- 
aged, the building being filled with 
holes and the bullets entering and 
damaging the vehicles. 


PEOPLE MOVKD OUT. 


'From 4 o'clock on until late at 


night there was a great bustle in the 
town. Everyone within 10 blocks of 
the mines moved out and left tho city. 
Vehicles of all kinds were pressed into 
service and many went away on tho 
trains, feeling that they were not safe 
even in their own residences. 


"When the three companies of sol- 


diers arrived everything was quiet. 
The people all respect the soldiers and 
there will uot be any trouble as long 
as they are there.

Reece aud Colonol.Culvor aro iu com- 
mand. The first, thing the soldiers 
did was to disarm tho deputies aud 
police. Their clubs aud guns were

BUSINESS CRIPPLED. 


"Until yesterday business at Paua 


was improving but now it is again 
rippled. Every Hue of business was 
icking up and the merchants 
wore 


eginuing to feel encouraged. They 
eel very much put out with the 
rouble of yesterday and aro getting 
ired of the continued strife 
My 


minion is that the strikers will win 
or most everyone is on their side 
iuco the fight of yesterday. The fact 
hatTthe negro miners killed the white 
people regardless of whether they were 
strikers or citizens has enraged the 
jeople'aud caused them to take sides 
with the strikers. 
Of course it is a 


hard matter to guess at, but I think 
that if it is not settled very soon the 
people of the town will take it upon 
themselves to settle it for they can' 
itaud 
this kind of business much 


longer. 
About 35 negroes left Pana 


last night, having been pers"aded ti 
leave by the strikers who paid thei 
fare to the Indian Territory. 
It wa 


all done very quietly. If the troop 
had not arrived last night there woul 
not^hava been a negro in the city thi 
morning excepting the dead ones fo 
the strikers would simply haye drive

After the Riot. 


PANA, ILL., April 11.-The death 


of Frank Cobnrn seems to be the 
saddest of the tragic incidents of the 
day. 


lie was shot in the forehead while 


working at his barn. 
He is local 


agent here for a brewing company- 
His body was found just inside the 
stable door. Whether it was a stray 
bullet that ended his life no one can 
toll. 
Couuru has not at any time been 


in sympathy with the uuiou minors. 
His life has been threatened several 
times. He was a deputy under his 
father during the previous trouble 
here. The bullet was evidently fired 
from a place on a level with his head. 
Ooburn leaves a young wife and aged 
father and mother. ^The father, for- 
merly sheriff here, is speechless with 
grief, and his mother became so wildly 
hysterical that she had to be placed 
under the influence of opiates. 


WALKER'S ACCOUNT. 


Throe of tho negroes who 
were 


killed, Joe L. James, Louis Hooks 
and Oharles Watkins, aud the colored 
woman, named Julia, were in the 
company of another negro, William 
Walker. 
After the arrival 
of the 


troops ha ventured out on the street 
aud sought General Reece at the St. 
James hotel. When seen, Walker said: 


"I came up out of the Penwollshaft 


about 1 o'clock, aud, with my two 
sons aud Hooks, James aud Watkins 
and the woman, started for home in 
Flatham. We heard shooting going 
on, but it seemed more up-town-like, 
so we ware not scared by it. We left 
the mine carrying our dinner buckets 
and got about two blocks away when 
the bullets began to whiz around us 
I saw Hooke fall dead and heard Julia, 
the woman with us, scream, take a 
step or two and drop. It seemed lik 
the reports of the guns were comini 
from everywhere, and I yelled to rnj 
boys to lay down. I laid down flat o 
my face and so did my boys. I playe 
'possum with my face down in tli 
dirt, almost afraid to breathe. Ever 
once in a while one of the folks wha 
had been shot would groau or shriek 
but I was afraid to look at them o 
even turu my head. I guess it was 
o'clock when we were fired on, and 
waited until after 5 o'clock and all th 
shooting stopped before rne aud m 
sons got up and found the other foil 
dead, and wo went home. James was 
from Greeuwell, S. 0., and the others 
were all from Birmingham, Aln.''

This is tho first instance 


in my experience where a general or 
commander leftjhe field of battle to 
take a prisoner to the rear. Ho gen- 
erally 
sent such prisoners back in 


charge of a corporal and two guards. 
The troops have orders 
to disarm 


everybody and tho military authorities 
at Paua must bo obeyed until further 
orders from me.' 


"To this Sheriff Downey replied: 
"I left Paua with my prisoner to 


prevent him being lynched. 
My chief 


deputy was iu ohargo aud everything 
was quiet.''' 


lie took what the commissary ..depart- 
ment seut. It was utterly impractic- 
able to take beef on the hoof.

iquest I complied with and removed 
ie troop?. 
About 9 o'clock this

Developments at 
Hear- 


ing in Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, 
PA., April 11. 


—The Qnay trial began in earnest to- 
day when one witness after another 
was called by the 
commonwealth. 


Thomas W. Barlow, receiver of the 
bank, who was on ths stand at the ad- 
journment yesterday, was cross ex- 


amined. 


Judge Shapley had not proceeded 


far with the cross examination before 
tho questions indicated tho purpose to 
prove that the charges agaiust Quay 
were the result of a conspiracy. Then 
tho witness was told to tell all the 
circumstances of his removal of cer- 
tain letters, papers and books from 
the private desk of Cashier Ilopkius. 
Among these books was one known as 
the "rod book, " which the prosecution 
alleges shows that Hopkins computed 
interest ou state funds which he de- 
posited to Quay's credit. 
Tho papers 


also' included Quay letters. Barlow 
said: " Ou March 22 aii unknown per- 
son in Harrisburg spoke to me in this 
city over the telephone. Ho said: 
' Au attempt will be made tonight to 
take certain documents out of the 
Hopkins desk, so they had bettor be 
taken by yon.' As a result I went to 
the bank accompanied by a policeman, 
broke opon tho desk and took them 
out." Barlow denied knowledge of 
photographing tho Quay letters for 
tho use of his political opponents. Ho 
did not know that Judge Gordon and 
Johu Wauamakor had taken them to 
New York and had shown them to 
Democratic National Committeemau 
Guft'ey iu the effort to make Gordon 
the Democratic candidate for governor 


of Pennsylvania last year. 
Barlow 


said that Bank Commissioner Gilkesou 
had examined the papers in Hopkins' 
desk before the witness was appointed 
receiver. 


Barlow then identified the "red 


book" as in tho same condition as 
when it came in his possession. 


Judge Gordon 
testified 
that the 


books and papers from Hopkins' desi: 
wore placed in his hands by tho re- 
ceiver as he was an intimate friend of 
McJIauus. He showed them to David 
Martin and John Wauamaker. 
The 


latter never had possession of them, 
but Orr of Harrisburg and Harris, a 
personal friend, took them to secure 
photographs. 
Gordon denied that ho 


took them to New York or exhibited 
them 
to National 
Committeemau 


Guffey. 
Guiley had only seen three 


of the letters of Quay and Haywood 
out of a total of SO. 


A. L. Tabor, 
teller of the bank, 


identified the Quay letters and tele- 
grams. 
These documents were then 


offered iu evidence, said would follow 
them with proofs from tho books of 
tho bank. 


The defense objected to the admis- 


sion of tho letters on the grouud that 
they were not proper testimony. 
The 


district attorney, in supporting his 
position said the hooks of the bank 
showed that from May 1, 1SS6, to Oc- 
tober 31, 1897, M. S. Quay borrowed 
from the People's Bank §1,1)00,703, on 
which he paid S24J8 interest.

urer Boyer received $31,230 interest on 
staio deposits and other treasurers 
smaller amounts.

Electric locomotives, and also motor

In appear- 
ance the whistle is similar to the or- 
dinary steam whistle, and it is op- 
erated as to the actual blowing of it 
in the same manner; but compressed 
air is used instead of steam. A part 
of the engine equipment is a pump op- 
erated, as the engine is, by electricity, 
which stores air at a suitable jres- 
sure in a reservoir made for the pur- 
pose. When the whistle valve is opened 
the compressed air rushes in just as 
stenm would do. In place of the bell

terrible affliction; our sympathy and 
assistance are irecly bestowed on the 
afflicted person, while a feeling o) 
thankfulness an«es within us that, 
uhate-.er our tioubles, we are at leas) 
spared sucli a disaster as that which 
has fallen upon the individual BO as 
sisted. 


The man with the useless eyes is he 


who provokes our pity most. 
As we j 


walk along and see him standing by the 
the cui b soliciting alms, or making his 
way alon? the pame\cnt, his coming 
heralded by the tapping of his btick- 
btopping at the street corner to Us 
ten before he \entureb to crops the 
roud, or asking to be conducted across 
—we unhesitatingly grant that he is 
in a worse plight than his deaf fellow- 
sufferer. The lalter's infirmity—great 
and haid to bear as it undoubtedly is 
—is not apparent to us until we have 
to speak to him; but the blind man's a£ 
faction ib thrust upon our notice. 


11 i= pleasant, therefore, to find thai 


theie are compensations of blindness, 
that those who hn\e lost the sense of 
•vision have pleasures unknown to 
thobe who sec, and that they are not 
quite so much in the dark us we usually 
imagine 
This is the conclusion a1 


which we au-ive alter chatting with 
several blind people on different oc 
cations 


The blind dev elop the faculty of ideal- 


izing. They imagine everything better 
or more beautiful than it is. Take the 
case of those torn with sight who be 
come blind later; to them the flowers 
me alwaj s blooming, and they are not 
cilendcrl'by the vision of a faded bloom 
in the midst of the prettj display. Yo\. 
tell them that such a flower is m full 
bloom, and stop them m front of a 
bed that they may think in the sweet 
fragrance; they seem their mind's eye 
a glorious scene, they are camedawaj 
w°th delight by their on n imagination 
and the influence of the scent and sur- 
roundings, and their enjoyment is far 
"rcatcr than jours. 
" In the winter, when you are de 
pressed by the appearance of the leaf 
less tiees and the gloomy outlook, they 
are not at all cast clown. The aspect 
ib not unknown to them; but as it is 
not thrust upon th»m as upon >ou 
their developed inclination to improve 
things causes them to foiget the gloom 
and icmembcr the 
joy of coming 


spring 
To the one with the sightless eye all 


friciulb are good looking and chat in 
ing. 
The c\cessive plainness of tins 


l.ul,-, and the disfigming scar on that 
mail's face, arc alike unknown to him; 
he pietuies them both as handsome, 
line-looking people. He has seen ugly, 
deformed people, but now that he sees 
no longet his mind refuses to conjinc 
up such visions. And thej are charm 
ing for the reason that their compas- 
sion provokes oil their good qualities 
when they come in contact with him. 


The loss of .sight is usually followed 


liv a shai pening of the souse of hear- 
in"- One ladv with whom he had a talk 
assured us that she felt that she had 
nevei really enjoyed music until she 
became blind. She was alvv u\ s fond of 
it, but it ne\er appealed to her in the 
same w u\. She can hear harmonies 
that are "inaudible even to the per- 
former. 


The power of imagination becomes 


greater after the 
loss of eyesight 


Thrown upon their own resources, the 
blind spend a large portion of their 
time m thinking and imagining all 
sorts of things. We question whether 
Milton's marvelous work would have 
been given to the w 01 Id in such splen 
did form lia<? not hismflrmityrcndered 
his imagination so vivid as the lesult 
proves it to ha\e been. 
And this in- 


crease In the imaginative faculties H 
a source of continual pleasure to the 
blind. 


The power of reasoning and the mem- 


ory arc favorably aftectcd in like man- 
ner. This was exemplified by the case 
of a gentleman who is acting as man 
a"cr in a bio: commercial house. All 
matters are submitted to him for hit 
advice; all letters of importance are 
read to him, and he dictates the re 
plies. He icasons out mtiicate busi 
ness matters and lays the result before 
the principal, and in pursuance of hif 
duties he surprises c'.eiybodj by his 
acutencbs and his recollection of dates 
and detaiib. 


A compensation of a different nature 


nas admitted by tin" same gentleman 
As a youth he was not inclined toward 
study 01 any mental activity, and in all 
piobabihty he would now have been 
Ihing on a small salary—had not his 
bight troubled him. tmding that he 
vvas unable to take part in the sports 
of the young fellows ot his acquaint 
tuice by reason of his defective -vision, 
l>e was" forced to redd—which he could 
do perfectly well—,'S an amusement. 
Tins gradually led to study, and he 
devoted himself to srch subjects as 
w ould be useful m the business in which 
he was engaged. 


In s-p'te of declining eyesight, M' 


knowledge led to advancement, and, 
fmallv, to the post he occupies. 


"ILrl my sight been perfect," 
he 


savs. "f should most probably be earn- 
ing JO shillings a week instead of £. MO 
a jear." 


Xot the least of the compensations of 


blindness is the bountiful kindness 
with which the afflicted person is 
treated by all w ho come in contact w ith 
him. 
Those who see cannot properly 


understand what that means; they 
must be afflicted before they caa ap- 
preciate it.—Pearson's Weekly.
